CUT BY $14,000 


Gathered for their last regular 
meeting during the current fiscal 
year which ends with this m onth, 
members of the G ettysburg borough 
council on Monday evening surveyed 
the borough’s 
financial 
condition 
and agreed th at with the end of the 
year 1938 borough expenditures not 
only will be found to be less than 
the budgeted allowances but that 
the borough’s liabilities will have 
been reduced by more than $14,000 
Councilmen 
studied 
carefully 
a 
typewritten 
statem ent of receipts 
and expeditures for ll m onths of 
this year which was submitted by 
Borough Treasurer Fred G. Pfeffer 
and listened to detailed explanations 
of many items on the report. 
The 
treasurer’s 
figures 
showed 
that payments on bonded indebted­ 
ness 
and 
coupons 
have 
totaled 
slightly more than $10,000 during the 
year, while outstanding tem porary 
loans to the general fund have been 
reduced by about $5,000 to date with 
the prospect of the need for bor­ 
rowing about $1,000 to meet Decem­ 
ber bills. 
No Important Business 
Exclusive of loans, borough receipts 
for the first 11 m onths have am ount­ 
ed to about $38,000 and a balance of 
$915 rem ains in th a t fund. 
W ithin 
60 cents of exactly the same am ount 
is shown as the balance in the

fund 
as of 
December 5.

Keefauver Suggests Plan of 
Primary 
Grades" For Pupils 
To Get Right Start in School 


I 
N the search for a plan to help 
pupils in the first three grades 
of the public schools to adjust 
themselves to classroom activities 
and to prevent a large number of 
failures th at are often reflected in 
the child’s later school career, 
Prof. Lloyd C. Keefauver, super­ 
intendent of Gettysburg schools, 
offered an "idea” of his own to 
the local school board Monday 
evening to remedy the undesirable 
situations. 
Professor Keefauver pointed out 
th at many children who start the 
first grade have a hard time ad­ 
justing themselves to the school 
routine 
and 
requirem ents 
and 
that as a result do not receive a 
passing 
grade. 
Then, 
after 
a 
pupil has failed one time, the su­ 
perintendent contended, it is likely 
that the child’s attitude will not 
be kindly toward school attend­ 
ance and hence will exert the 
wrong influence during the re­ 
mainder of the school career. 
To help overcome this situation 
Professor Keefauver has suggested 
th a t the first three grades be 
called “primary grades" instead of 
their usual designation of first, 
second and third. 
Then, a pupil 
entering school for the first time 
will be in the prim ary grade. He 
will retain this classification for 
the first three years.

Broken gutters will be 
elim inated and avenues will be wid­ 
ened; post and pipe fences will be 
reconstructed 
and 
reconditioned; 
farm 
buildings 
will

Small Deposit Holds Any Piece Until Christmas 
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30 ARE KILLED 
IN NOVA SCOTIA 
MINE ACCIDENT

Sydney, Nova Scotia, Dec. 6 (Cana­ 
dian Press)—Thirty men were killed 
and an undetermined number in­ 
jured today in an accident in the 
Princess coal mine of the Nova Scotia 
Steel and Coal company. 
A riding rake in which the men 
were descending broke 
away and 
crashed into the wall of the main 
deep. 
First reports reaching officials on 
the surface said about 250 men were 
riding the rake when it broke away. 
As it gathered speed on its mile- 
long runaway dash some jumped. 
Most of these escaped with minor 
injuries. 
Then the rake, a string of cars 
which runs up and down the inclined 
passage, struck the end it was travel­ 
ing at great speed. 
All available doctors and nurses 
were sent to the pithead 
Rescue 
crews descended as soon as new-s of 
the accident reached the surface. 
Officials said that although they 
had been told at least 30 were.killed 
a reasonably accurate estimate of 
dead and injured could not be made 
until men from the first aid crews 
returned to the surface. 
Tile accident, one of the worst in 
Nova Scotia's long coal mining his­ 
tory. came just a year after three 
miners had been killed and two in­ 
jured in a similar accident in the 
same colliery’ 
In that case a run­ 
away string of 14 coal cars struck 
the group as they were walking back 
to the surface after their shift was 
over. 
First account of today’s disaster 
indicated a broken haulage rope was 
the cause. 
About 600 men are employed in 
Princess colliery. 
The 
pithead quickly became 
a 
scene of tragic activity, as doctors 
and nurses prepared to care for vie- j 
Urns and relatives of the men who 
had gone down on the rake.
